Is to determine If an additional 15 
cent road and bridge levy Is to be 
made on the $100 valuation on 
real and personal property. 


Coupled with the proposition Is 


a recent resolution passed by the 
Navarro 
county 
commissioners 


court to the effect that In" the 
event the electorate authorizes thr 
levy of the additional IB-cent road 
and bridge tax that a competent 
county engineer will be employed 
to lay out, design, construct and 
maintain 
a system of farm-to- 
market roads. 
This action was 
taken 
following 'a county-wide 
mass meeting held here several 
weeks ago . 


Additional Ga* Tax. 


Another factor decided upon at 
the mass meeting was to urge all 
members of the Texas legislature 
to levy an addtional one-cent per 
gallon tax on gasoline for farm- 
to-market roads. 
The state Is 
constructing 52.2 miles of lateral 
roads in a three-year program In 
Navarro county. 


Should the engineer be employ- 
ed, the commissioners court would 
not surrender any of it» policy 
fixing powers, but will have the 
expert advice of the trained en- 
gineer to effect Dyings . 
maintenance 
and 
construction. 


The eglneer will be subject to and 
answerable to the 
commissioners 


court at all times.

recommends that 100,000 Jewish

shall be neither a Jewish nor an 
Arab state. It calls for the sup-

Both Arabs and Jews have

The matter of 
immigration alont was enough to 
make the kettle boll over, for the

The Arabs have pro- 
claimed a symbolic general strike 
In Palestine for Friday and

calling nn neighboring Arab states 
for support.

LAST ANOTHER 5 DAYS; CHICAGO, 
ILLINOIS TOWNS CUT POWER USE 


CHICAGO, May

try, business and entertainment In 
about 1,300 Illinois' communities, 
including Chicago and most of the 
state's other large cities, were un- 
der a drastic order today to im- 
mediately cut use 
of electrical 


power to safeguard public health 
and safety during the critical soft 
coal shortage. 


The slash in use of electricity, 


ordered by the Illinois Commerce 
Commission as an emergency meas- 
ure, 
Indicated a 
brownout 
for 


about two-thirds of the state far 
more rigorous than Ihe war-time 
curfew and a virtual shutdown of 
nearly all nlghl lime public aclivl- 
tle*.

The order indicated there would 


be no movies after 6 p. m. and 
apparently meanl the shutdown of 
legitimate theaters at night, an 
well as a ban on all night sports 
events, including baseball games in 
the four Illinois cities in

Three-I league.

United States shied away from the 
prospect of direct intervention In 
Palestine, apparently counting on 
the United Nations to assume fu- 
ture responsibility for the trouble- 
some Holy Land problem. 


Although congressional opinion 


overwhelmingly favored the 
pro- 


posed migration of 100,000 Jews 
there, It wns plain the lawmakers 
were agnlnst this country's Joining 
Britain In the thankless Job 
of 


maintaining peace between Arab 
nnd Jew. 


White House Secretary Charles 


G. Ross told reporters he wns un- 
able to say what President Tru- 
man's 
reaction 'was to a British 


proposal that the United 
States 


help administer the Holy Land. 


Reaction from other quarters to 


the Anglo-American committee's 
report, Roas said, was "generally 
favorable."

Foo's they use rice flour for th'sJ. 
Fry paper-thin pancakes on one 
side only. Place tham on p, fl?.t 
surface to cool. 
When they are 


cool place on each of them a heap 
of 
finely 
ground shrimp, pork, 
chicken and Chinese water chest-
